Triquetra Coins 

Paper read before the Westchester County Coin Club, November 16, 1937. 

In the Irish Sea, midway between England, Ireland, Scotland and Wales, 
lies the Isle of Man. This little bit of the British Empire, although it is 
only thirty miles long and twelve miles wide, has an exceedingly interesting 
story not only historically but numismatically. 

Of its early history, from the time of the Roman invasion to the eleventh 
century, we know only that it was ruled over at various times by Irish, 
Scandinavian, Scotch and PJnglish kings, and as no coins prior to the 
eighteenth century have been found which can be definitely identified as 
having been minted for the Isle of Man, it is logical to assume that whatever

king was ruling at the time was using his regular coinage. However, there 
is a pamphlet written by H. Alexander Parsons and published by Spink, 
entitled “The Earliest Coinage of the Isle of Man,” in which the author, by 
devious inference, attributes several Scandinavan silver pennies of the time 
of Aethelred II (97 6-1016) to the Isle of Man. The basis for the assump- 
tion is the fact that the coins in question are inscribed “MOX,” which, 
according to the author, can be translated into “MON” which is the old 
Icelandic name for the Isle of Man. 

From the time of Edward I, successive kings of England presented this 
little domain to various favorites of the court, until in 1405 Henry IV gave 
it to Sir John de Stanley, the Earl of Derby, in whose family it remained 
for over 300 years, until in 17 36, by right of inheritance, it passed to the 
Duke of Athol. In 17 65 the British Government paid 70,000 pounds for a 
part interest and in 1829 paid 133,000 pounds for the remaining interest in 
the revenue of the island. 
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Even though it is a part of the vast British Empire, it still has much of 
the old atmosphere and quaint customs of its medieval days, boasting as it 
does of Rushen Castle, which is today one of the finest specimens of 
medieval castles in existence. 

In 1688 private tokens were issued for use in Man, but of these very 
little is known. In 1709 James, the Earl of Derby, issued cast copper 
halfpence and pennies, the first of the triquetra coins of Man. On the obverse 
of these coins is the eagle and child above a cap, and the motto, “Sans 
Changer,” which is the crest and motto of the house of Stanley. On the 
reverse is the triquetra, the three-legged device of booted and spurred 
human legs bent at the knee as though running and joined at the hip to 
form a radiating design. In the field are the word “Quocunque leceris 
Stabit.” Freely translated it means, “Throw me as you will, I land on my

feet.” The eagle with a child in his claws has an interesting origin. The 
story is that Sir Thomas de Lathom, early in the fourteenth century, was 
walking with his wife in a wild section of his estate when they heard the 
cries of a baby girl, which they traced to an eagle’s nest high on the cliffs.’ 
The servants rescued the baby and, having no children of his own. Sir 
Thomas adopted her. When she died she left a daughter named Isabell, who 
married Sir John de Stanley. In memory of the event he made the eagle 
and child part of his crest. 

The triquetra, or, as it is otherwise known, the triskeles or triune, has a 
story which is over 2000 years old, providing a continuous chain from the 
Athens of 600 B. C. to the Isle of Man in 1709 A. D. The first use, as far 
as we can find out, of human legs in this design seems to be as a decorative 
motif on the black Athenian vases of the sixth century B. C. The

Alcmaenomidae family of Athens, who were quite powerful politically about 
the year 590 B. C., were known by the nickname of “White Legs,” as the 
family device which they bore on their shields consisted of a white triquetra. 
The first coins which seem to have used this symbol are those of Athens 
about 590 B. C. It is found again from 550 to 456 B. C. on the early coins 
of Aegina, which have the turtle on the obverse and triquetra incused on 
the reverse. From this time on we find occasional coins of Macedon, Athens 
and Attica using the design. The stater of Aspendus, in Pamphilia, of the 
fourth century B. C., has on the obverse two wrestlers, and on the reverse 
a man with a slingshot extended, and directly under the slingshot appears 
the triquetra. 

The symbol having traveled through many sections of southern Greece, 
we find that in 317 B. C. Agathocles introduced the triquetra into the coins 
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and the arms of the Two Sicilies. As late as 1812 Joachim Murat, ruler of 
the Two Sicilies, used it on his coins. 

It seemed difficult to explain just how this ancient device became that 
of the Isle of Man until we found that in the years from 1266 to 1286 
King Alfred III of Scotland was King of Man and the Channel Islands, 
and his wife was the sister of the Queen of Sicily. This Sicilian connection, 
therefore, explans how the triquetra happened to pass from the Island of 
Sicily to the Isle of Man. The State sword used today in legal ceremonials 
was made in the thirteenth century, undoubtedly at the time of Alfred III 
and bears on its hilt this same device. 

There are many suppositions as to what the triquetra was intended to 
symbolize, varying from a symbolic movement of the sun as it speeds across 
the sky to the fact that the Island of Sicily has three promontories, which

are supposed to be represented by the three legs, as well as many others 
which seem to have no bearing or satisfactory explanation. None of the 
authorities on coinage or the historians of the Metropolitan Museum of Art 
are able to give a definite explanation of the symbolic meaning, even though 
it has been used for over 2,000 years. Having digressed twenty centuries, 
I suppose I should get back to the coins of Man. 

Excluding for the moment the subject of tokens, which played a large 
part in the coinage, we find that there were only ten dates of issue during 
the one hundred and thirty years of Manx coinage. It is interesting to 
note that the issues from 1723 to 17 33 were all made by William Wood or 
his representatives. The same Wood who struck the Hibernia and Rosa 
Americana coins which were used in America.

James, Earl of Derby, issued pennies and halfpennies in 1709, 1724 and 
1733, and pennies only in 1723 and 1732. 

The Duke of Athol issues pennies and halfpennies in 175 8. 

George HI of England issued pennies and halfpennies in 1786, 1798 
and 1813. 

Queen Victoria issued pennies, halfpennies and farthings in 1839. 

All of these were normally struck in copper, but the following variations 
exist: 

1723 and 1724 in silver. 

1733 in silver and brass. 

17 58 halfpenny in silver and bronze proof. 

1786 in bronze proof with plain and milled edges. 

1798, 1813 and 1839 in gilt. 
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Aside from the tokens of 1688, which I have already mentioned, the 
earliest common tokens are those of 1811 in halfpennies and pennies of 
THE ISLE OF MAN BANK, THE DOUGLAS BANK and DOUGLAS TOKEN 
with a view of Peel Castle, the Manx token with a figure of Atlas carrying 
the world. Halfpenny and penny tokens were again issued in 183 0 and 
a halfpenny token in 1831. The last issue was a farthing of 1857 with a 
bust of Victoria and the words “Douglas Bazar.” Besides the copper and 
brass tokens just listed there are a few silver bank tokens of values up 
to five shillings.

The Isle of Man today, although it is part of England, still retains the 
right to make and execute its own laws as it has done since 1577. Due 
to its rugged beauty and proximity to the west coast of England, it is a 
popular vacation spot for the English tourist. 

I hope that this little story may add a bit more interest and understanding 
to the triquetra coin which you may have stowed away in your collection.

Religious And Otherwise 


At a recent meeting of The New Zealand Numismatic Society Mr. Allan 
Sutherland, F. R. N. S., read a short paper on “Coin Inscriptions,” wherein 
he said that coin inscriptions were necessarily limited to alphabetic brevity, 
and it was remarkable to note the ingenuity in molding them into designs 
and crowding them into limited space. The placing of the Lord’s Prayer 
on a small medal or the reproduction of the whole of the Abdication Speech 
of King Edward VIII on a plaque indicated the advance made in the art 
of reproducing inscriptions on limited surfaces. 

To numismatists a notable inscription was “S. C.” on Roman coins 
denoted “By the consent of the Senate.” These letters ranged through a 
series of Roman coins and reminded us that even in those days, so far as the 
baser metal coins were concerned, they were issued by the consent of the 
Senate. Roman coins were rich in historical inscriptions and allusions. 
Latin inscriptions on British coins came from the time of the Roman occu- 
paton of Britain and, strangely enough, Latin had long been discarded on the 
coinage of Italy, the country of its origin. Until recently Latin coin inscrip- 
tions were familiar to New Zealanders, but when New Zealand adopted her 
own coinage in 1933 she used the uniform inscription, in English, appearing 
on coins of the British overseas Dominions, “George V., King, Emperor.” 
In some countries bi-lingual and tri-lingual inscriptions were used. 

British Coin Titles of Papal Origin. 

In an historical approach to the origin of the present-day ecclesiastical 
inscriptions on British coins, Mr. Sutherland said that it was King Henry 
VIII who first adopted the title “Fid. Def.” (Defender of the Faith) which 
still appeared on British coins. Early in his career a treatise in defence 
of the Roman Catholic Faith was published under his name, and this pleased 
the then Pope so much that he conferred on him the title of “Defender of 
the Faith.” When King Henry VHI started his matrimonial marathon. 
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however, he defied the Pope’s edicts on divorce, discarded the jurisdiction of 
the Roman Catholic Church and decreed his own supremacy in the Church 
of England. He retained, however, the title of “Defender of the Faith’' 
conferred on him by the Pope, but the “Faith,” he contended, was the same, 
and he tried to prove it by his Six Articles — “The Whip With Six Strings. 

The reign of Henry VIII was well marked in numismatic history, for he 
debased the coinage so much that his so-called silver coins were little more 
than silver-copper pieces, and this was soon disclosed as the silver wore 
away, for the coins depicted his features, full-face with the nose protruding. 
When the nose began to wear fiat, this not only gave the monarch a pugilistic 
appearance, but revealed the baseness of the metal, and this originated the 
nickname afterwards given to King Henry VIH, “Old Copper-Nose.” Modern 
coins show the features of monarchs in profile. In the days of Henry VIH 
coinage was valued because of its inherent purity, and debasing had reper- 
cussions that did not apply today when coins were largely tokens only, 
representing value in the same way as banknotes. Some regarded the early 
debasing of coins as almost counterfeiting; but Henry VIH had a good 
precedent to follow, for Julius Caesar was alleged to have counterfeited his 
coinage by silver-plating inscribed base metal. 

The absence of the title “Fid. Def.” from the standard British overseas 
coin-inscription in no way indicated the absence of recognition of the 
Christian faith. Full titles could not conventionally be shown in English. 
A very small percentage of the people, in any case, knew what the cryptic 
Latin abbreviations meant. In a search for an all-embracing inscription it 
was considered even by the Designs Committee attached to the Royal Mint 
(on which was a personal representative of the late King George V) that 
“George V. King Emperor” was adequate. Moreover, the omission of it 
would not give offence to the millions of non-Christian British subjects in 
India and elsewhere. This showed a broad-minded spirit of tolerance on the 
part of the dominant Christian minority toward the majority, for it was 
understood that there were more non-Christians than Christians in the 
British Empire. While studying the feelings of the variety of races and 
creeds within the Empire, the Homeland retained the full style and title 
on its own coins, in Latin. 


Divine Right of Kings — No Longer Accepted. 

The other religious inscription, “D. G.” (By the Grace of God) was remi- 
niscent of the days of the Divine Right of Kings, and, although that was 
hardly accepted today (nor, indeed, in the time of Charles I, whose insistence 
on it caused his head to be cut off), it was retained in deference to long-? 
established tradition. The Kings of France and Spain had also used this 
inscription on their coins. Long after British influence and possessions had 
ceased in France, British Kings boastfully proclaimed in their coin inscrip- 
tons the title “King of France.” ^ 

As Stuart Mosher says, in his excellent work “The Story of Money, by 
law the coins of U. S. A. must bear the words “In God We Trust” and 
“E Pluribus Ununi” (one out of many), but it is explained that these mottoes 
should not be read in conjunction with one another. A ferocious inscription 
on a coin issued during the Mexcan Revolution was “Muera Huerta,” mean- 
ing “Death to Huerta.” Huerta was so enraged that he ordered the death 
penalty for those found in possession of this coin. The “zloty” of Poland, 
the “gulden” of Danzig, and the Dutch “guilder” came from the local names 
for gold, and the words “crown,” “krone,” “koruna,” “kroon,” “krona” 
indicated that the currency was derived from Crown authoirty, while the 
“pound,” “mark,” “peso” and “lire” referred to weights. Designers dis- 
played ingenuity in conforming with the law and yet produced designs un- 
spoilt by compulsory lettering. Fortunately, New Zealand coins did not have 
to carry compulsory lettering as in the U. S. A. 

The Rev. D. C. Bates said that Henry VIII was originally intended for the 
Church and therefore had a theological or dogmatic outlook. Many mon- 
archs had been made titular bishops and cardinals although they had never 
been consecreated as such. The origin of the title “D. G.” (By the Grace 
of God) was also of papal origin. History showed that medieval Popes 
considered themselves God’s Vice-Regent with the power to appoint monarchs 
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and to dispose of earthly realms and to confer titles such as “D. G.” and 
“Fidei Defensor,” both of which originated from the Vatican. The former 
title was adopted in the time of Pepin, who took the title “By Divine Grace” 
when in 752, with the approval of the Pope, he ousted his King and was 
released from oaths of fealty. 

Mr. Sutherland was accorded a vote of thanks for his paper. 


Bank Of Florence, Nebraska, 1856

The first session of the Territorial Legislature was held in January 1855, 
but no bank charters were granted, due to the fact that, according to the 
legislative proceedings, there was a strong feeling against banks of issue. 

At this time the period of currency banking was at its height. Every 
hamlet had its bank. The complete equipment for many of the Western 
banks when the new settlers were flocking to this territory consisted of a 
wire counter screen, a money chest and some money, so that the notes were 
often issued without any special security. The State bank notes were not 
‘‘legal tender.” They were not payable only in other paper notes similar 
to themselves, but were, according to their terms, redeemable on demand in 
gold and silver coin. 



There was a changed attitude toward banks when the second session 
of the Nebraska Territorial Legislature convened. Charters for the follow- 
ing banks, by special acts, were passed and approved on January 18th, 1856: 
Bank of Florence; Bank of Nebraska, at Omaha; Nemaha Valley Bank, at 
Brownville; Platte Valley Bank, at Nebraska City; Fontenelle Bank, at 
Bellevue. 

A description of the Bank of Florence’s career furnishes a model of the 
charter provisions and methods of the early banking institutions in the West. 

In accordance with the provisions of its charter, the capital stock of the 
Bank of Florence was $100,000, which could be increased, if the stock- 
holders deemed it necessary, to any amount not to exceed $500,000. Notes 
could be issued, also any other usual legitimate banking business could be 
followed by the bank. All notes were to be signed by the president and 
cashier. In addition, the stockholders were made ‘‘each and individually 
liable for the full and final redemption of such issue, payable at their 
banking house in gold and silver.” There was no limit as to the amount of 
notes issued, nor any security required for the issue, neither were there 
requirements of specie reserve. An annual report of its condition was 
required to be furnished to the auditor of the Territory. 

The stock was owned by the banking house of Cook & Sargent, parent 
bank at Davenport, Iowa, and branches, namely Cook, Sargent and Downey, 
of Iowa City; and Cook, Sargent & Cook, of Fort Des Moines, known at 
that time as one of the strongest in the Northwest. The Bank of Florence 
notes were placed in circulation in Davenport, Iowa City, also Des Moines. 
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They were used to pay for building bank structures in Davenport and 
Iowa City. The notes were maintained at par during most of the time from 
1856 to 1858. 

In 18 57, when the panic swept from East to West, it found many financial 
institutions unable to withstand its ravages. The Bank Note Reporter was 
in demand and at every man’s elbow. The Bank of Florence notes were 
at a discount by January, 1858. The situation become acute by August, 
1858, so that a mass-meeting was held at the Courthouse yard. After 
several meetings, from time to time, a demand was made on Cook & Sargent 
that they redeem at once notes in the hands of laboring men. Also, an 
early date be arranged for the complete retirement of Florence notes. The 
tense situation was ended, as the Bank yielded to the first request. A 
large crowd assembled at Judge Grant’s office the next day, and he com- 
menced the redemption of these notes in amounts from $1 to $15. Cook & 
Sargent issued public notice two weeks later requesting all note holders of 
the Bank of Florence to present them for redemption. The bank officers 
burned $200,000 redeemed notes in the furnace of their bank building on 
September 6th, 185 8. 

Notes of the Bank of Florence were issued in the following denominations: 
$1, $2, $3 and $5. Engraved and printed by Toppan, Carpenter & Co., 
New York and Philadelphia.

In commemoration of the one hundredth anniversary of Cleveland as a 
city, a bill was passed by Congress authorizing the issuance of 50,000 
commemorative half dollars, of which 25,015 were struck at the Philadelphia 
mint in 193 6. The coin was designed by Miss Brenda Putnam, a well-known 
sculptress of New York City. 

On the obverse is a very bold head of Moses Cleveland (who spelled his 
name Cleaveland). General Moses Cleveland founded the city of Cleveland 
100 years ago, but the spelling of the name was changed some time during 
the past 100 years. Above, “MOSES CLEAVELAND.’’ Lower left, 
“LIBERTY.’’ Below, near edge, “HALF DOLLAR.’’ 

The reverse shows an airplane view of the Great Lakes region with a 
compass, one end of which is pointing to the city of Cleveland and the other 
end encircling the Great Lakes. Left, near edge, “18 36.’’ Right, near edge, 
“1936.’’ Above, “E PLURIBUS UNUM.’’ Above, “IN GOD WE TRUST.’’

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Wisconsin Cominemorative Half Dollars. 

In commemoration of the one hundredth anniversary of the Territory of 
Wisconsin, and to assist in the celebration of the Wisconsin Centennial 
during the year 1936, Congress authorized the issuance of 25,000 commemo- 
rative half dollars. 25,015 pieces were coined, all from the Philadelphia 
mint. 

The obverse shows a badger. Above badger, “IN GOD WE TRUST. “ 
Above, “E PLURIBUS UNUM.” Around, near edge, “UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA.” Below, “LIBERTY.” Below, “HALF DOLLAR.” 

The reverse has the great seal of Wisconsin. Below seal, “4th DAY OF 
JULY, ANNO DOMINI, 1836.” Around, near edge, “WISCONSIN TERRI- 
TORIAL CENTENNIAL.” Below, “1936.” 

Number coined, 1936, 25,015. Cost, $1.50 each, plus postage. 

Cincinnati, Ohio, Coinincniorative Half Dollars. 

In commemoration of the fiftieth (golden) anniversary of Cincinnati, Ohio, 
as a center of music, and its contribution of the annual May Festival to the 
art of music for the past fifty years, 15,000 coins were struck in the three 
mints, Philadelphia, San Francisco, and Denver — 5,000 from each. The 
designs for the coins were made by Miss Constance Ortmayer, an artist and 
sculptress of Washington, D. C. 

Obverse shows the head of Stephen Foster, who wrote “Swannee River,” 
“My Old Kentucky Home,” “Nellie Was a Lady” and many other songs. 
Below, “STEPHEN POSTER — AMERICA’S TROUBADOUR.” Near edge, 
“HALF DOLLAR.” Above, near edge, “UNITED STATES OF AMERICA.” 

Reverse shows figure, partly kneeling with musical instrument (lyre). To 
left, “1836”; right, “1936.” Below, “IN GOD WE TRUST,” “E PLURIBUS

York County, Maine, Coinineniorative Half Dollars. 

The York County commemorative half dollar is in every way a State of 
Maine product, it being designed by a Maine man, and they were distributed 
by citizens of the State of Maine. 

The obverse shows Brown’s garrison, one of the first stockades in existence, 
situated on the Saco River, in Saco, Maine, and it was located on the site 
of the present York National Bank Building. Mr. Deering, president of the 
Bank, had an old wood cut of this garrison, and the design was made from 
this wood cut. 

The reverse is the seal of York County, which is on file in the State Library 
at Augusta, and which adorns the high leather-back chair of the presiding 
justice of the Superior Court at Alfred, Maine. The seal is a red cross in 
a white shield and in the upper left corner is the Pine Tree, emblematic of 
Maine, the Pine Tree State. On the regular shield is the date, 1636, but 
on the coin this date appears opposite 193 6. Near the edge on the reverse 
is inscribed “YORK COUNTY, THE FIRST COUNTY IN MAINE.” At that 
early date the thought of adding Maine after York County was overlooked, 
and not essential, as this was the only York County in existence. Today 
there are other York Counties, but Maine’s York County will always be the 
first. 

The artist was Walter H. Rich, of Portland, Maine, and Falmouth Fireside. 
The models were made by G. S, Pacetti Company, of Boston, Massachusetts. 
These were carved in solid brass. It was the first time such models had 
been submitted to the Treasury Department and to the United States mint 
for a commemorative half dollar. 25,000 York County half dollars were 
minted and 10,000 were reserved for the State of Maine. 

Number coined, 25,000. Cost, $1.50 each, plus postage. 

Elgin Coniineiiiorative Half Dollars. 

To commemorate the 100th anniversary of Elgin, 111., Congress authorized 
the issuance of 25,000 half dollars dated 1936. 
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Trygve A. Rovelstad, a sculptor, designed the Elgin Centennial half dollar 
and took as his principal motive a pioneer group from the Elgin Centennial 
Monument, which he also designed, and which is being financed through the 
sale of these coins. 

The obverse has the head of the leader of the group. To the left, “IN 
GOD WE.” To the right, “TRUST.” Below, near edge, “1673-19'36.” 

The reverse shows a pioneer group. To the left, “PIONEER MEMORIAL.” 
To the right, “ELGIN, ILLINOIS.” Below, “E PLURIBUS UNUM.” Below, 
near edge, “HALF DOLLAR.” Above, near edge, “UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA.” 

Number coined, 25,000. Cost, $1.50 each, plus postage, and distributed 
by L. W. Hoffecker of El Paso, Texas. 

Lynchburg, V’a., Coiniiicmorative Half Dollars. 

The Lynchburg half dollar was struck to commemorate the 150th anni- 
versary of the founding of the city, which was celebrated in October, 1936. 

The obverse shows the profile of Carter Glass, veteran Virginia Senator, 
who lives in Lynchburg and who was elected honorary president of the 
Sesquicentennial Association. 

The reverse shows a standing figure of Liberty, conveying also the idea of 
welcome to the city, and a portion of Monument Terrace, surmounted by 
the old Lynchburg Courthouse. In front of the building stands the Con- 
federate Memorial. The Doughboy Monument, placed at the foot of the 
terrace in honor of World War veterans, cannot be seen on the coin. The 
design was prepared by Charles Keck, of New York. Keck also sculptured 
the Doughboy Monument. 

Twenty thousand coins were authorized by Congress, and this number was 
struck at the Philadelphia mint. Over 15,000 coins were ordered before they 
were struck. They sold for $1.00 each, plus 25 cents for mailing an order. 

Albany Conimenioiative Half Dollars. 

The Albany half dollar was struck to commemorate the 250th anniversary 
of the Dongan Charter. On July 2 2nd, 1686, the Colonial Governor, Sir 
Thomas Dongan, delivered the charter to Peter Schuyler, Albany’s first 
Mayor. The document is preserved in the City Library. The city claims 
the title of the oldest continuing settlement in the country by citing that 
the Dutch settled there in 1614, six years before the landing of the Pilgrims. 
The coin was designed by Miss Gertrude K. Lathrop, an Albany artist. 

The obverse shows Peter Schuyler, one of the commissaries, who was soon 
to become Albany’s first Mayor, with Robert Livingston, Secretary, taking 
leave of Governor Thomas Dongan in New York. On July 22, 1686, Dongan 
signed the charter. Schuyler is shown holding the charter. 

The reverse shows a beaver gnawing at a branch. Left of beaver, “E 
PLURIBUS UNUM.” To the right, “IN GOD WE TRUST.” Below, “HALF 
DOLLAR.” Above, near edge, “UNITED STATES OF AMERICA.” 

Number coined, 1936, 25,013. Cost, $2.00 each plus postage. 

Bridgeport Coimiieiiiorative Half Dollars. 

The Bridgeport Centennial half dollar was issued to commemorate the 
one hundredth anniversary of the incorporation of Bridgeport as a city. 
The proceeds were used towards the expenses incidental to the celebration 
of the event. The Centennial Executive Committee decided to have an 
American eagle on one side, while on the other side is the likeness of Phineas 
Taylor Barnum. Recognition of Barnum is due to his many gifts to the 
city, including Seaside Park. 

The obverse shows the head of P. T. Barnum. Below, “1836-1936.” 
Around, near edge, “BRIDGEPORT CONNECTICUT CENTENNIAL.” 

The reverse shows an American eagle. Below, to right, “IN GOD WE 
TRUST,” “E PLURIBUS UNUM,” “LIBERTY.” Below, near edge, “HALF 
DOLLAR.” Above, near edge, “UNITED STATES OF AMERICA.”

The 1804 United States Dollar 

By JOHN F. JONES. Jamestown, N. Y. 

The editor has asked for comments on the 1804 dollar, and the writer 
would like to add something to his splendid review of that dollar in the 
July issue. In medicine, the law, and all the scientific studies, students of 
each are constantly placing on record the result of their investigations, 
making it easier for new members and coming generations to carry on and 
add to that knowledge. With that thought in mind the writer, who has 
been very fortunate in many contacts with expert coin students of the past, 
feels his obligation to pass on some of that information to your readers 
(perhaps making clear some dubious writings on the subject) and adding 
to the enjoyment of our science. It seems to us of the older generation 
that many of the present generation of collectors are passing up and neglect- 
ing the artistic and historical view of our coinage for simply the commercial 
or mercenary end, which is a sad mistake and generally short-lived. Study 
and know your coins. 


With few exceptions, the leading coin students of the past have agreed 
with David Proskey that “no authentic originals are known of the 1804 
dollar,** still a few argue that the issue in later years of a few pieces bearing 
that date, under suspicious circumstances by employees of the Philadelphia 
Mint, constitutes an authorized coin, which is very doubtful indeed; still, 
their existence will always furnish a theme for many new and varied 
episodes at coin gatherings and in the public press, as we often see. 

A new version by “1. Conoclast” in the August issue must have been 
written by a lawyer, it is such an intriguing and plausible argument. 
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almost convincing in its plea for the legitimacy of this 1804 child, and this, 
despite the tell-tale marks of birth that cannot be ignored or eradicated 
from the face and form of this most unfortunate offspring. True, born in 
mystery to wealth untold, but doomed to exist forever, with a most doubtful 
parentage. However, not a word has been said about that other child of 
iniquity, the 1804 over 1803 dollar, of which it is said but two specimens 
are known. 

The seven assay pieces enumerated were probably from the 1803 or 
earlier dies, as were all the 19,5 70 dollars recorded. Otherwise, why does 
Mr. Stickney, on infomration obtained from one of the Mint officials, say 
that only two dollars are known of that date in 1843? Then again, these 
assay pieces would certainly have full and correct lettering on the edge, 
and yet it is said only three, the Mint, Stickney, and Linderman specimens, 
are alike in this respect. 

It was President Thomas Jefferson in proclamation who prohibited the 
export of our silver dollars in 180 4, when they became of more value as 
bullion than as coin, and their coinage was thereupon suspended and not 
resumed until 18 40. The coin firm of Lincoln & Son, in London, England, 
has been in existence over 15 0 years, and, as B. H. Collins was informed 
when he bought his collection of American coins in 1891 from them, each 
year, from the start, they have sent over for specimen coins of our coinage, 
and no 1804 dollar was in that collection. 

No doubt other European coin firms did likewise, as some of our choicest 
pieces have been obtained from collections abroad, and yet only two pur- 
ported pieces of the 1804 dollar have shown up for record over there, not 
mentioning several altered pieces. 

Joseph J. Mickley of Philadelphia was a pioneer among noted numismatists 
in this country, and ranks easily with Matthew A. Stickney, Lorin G. Parme- 
lee, Charles I. Bushnell, R. Coulton Davis and several others, noted for their 
choice American coins. His collection was catalogued by W. Elliot Wood- 
ward, of Roxbury, Mass., and sold at auction in New York on October 28, 
1867. Lot 1696 of this sale was an 1804 dollar, which sold for $750. 

Mr. Woodward says: “This piece is regarded by all American collectors 
as the gem of Mr. Mickley’s collection. It has been in circulation, but is 
still in the finest condition, retaining its brilliancy of surface, and being 
entirely uninjured. It was obtained many years ago from the Bank of 
Pennsylvania, and is beyond question, not only genuine but original. Of 
the four specimens known, two, it is certain, were struck at a period 
subsequent to 1804, and till one was recently obtained by Colonel Cohen, 
from Richmond, this was supposed to be the only original one existing. 
Scarce." 

Notice the above statement, made by the foremost coin cataloguer of that 
date: “Of the four specimens known, two, it is certain were struck at a 
period subsequent to 1804." Thus, Mr. Woodward in 1867, knew the 
origin and classed the other two pieces (the Stickney and U. S. Mint pieces) 
as being struck at a later date than 1804. Recollect, there were no other 
1804 dollars known at that time. The Mint specimen was public property. 
Salem, Mass., was not far from Roxbury, and Mr. Stickney had made no 
secret of owning his dollar, so there could be no other reference. 

Now read what Mr. Stickney says in his 1867 letter: “As regards the 
authenticity of other specimens of the U. S. Dollar of 1804, I have no 
knowledge. Those having dollars of that date (Cohen and Mickley) were 
not then (1843) known at the mint as collectors." Which sounds a little 
like chagrin or sarcasm by Mr. Stickney. 


Nearly 40 years ago the writer, returning home from Washington, D. C., 
stopped in New York City for a few days’ visit with old coin-friends. One 
evening the late Albert R. Frey (afterward President of the A. N. A.) took 
me to the home of John A. Nexsen, a retired publisher living in Brooklyn, 
N. Y., whom you quoted in the July issue. I found Mr. Nexsen a man then 
past 70 years of age, with keen, active mind and body, a careful student of 
historical coins, such as the ancient Roman, the early French and English 
coins, Irish gun money, American colonials, and the 1804 dollars, in which 
he took especial interest, making it his business to follow every clue that 
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led to the owner of any new one discovered, obtaining and placing its 
pedigree on record. 

He showed us a book of papier-mache impressions of every known 1804 
dollar at that time, with their recorded history, and the correspondence 
relating to each piece, and I recall how he sought to impress on us the result 
of all this work, and his honest, unbiased opinion, viz: “That no dollars 
were coined of 1804 in that year, and the pieces bearing that date, which, 
he had so carefully studied, were produced by some one in the Mint, first 
between 1840 and 18 42 and then added to in later years, perhaps 1858-1860, 
as evidenced by the border and edge of the pieces.”

On our early dollars from 1794 to 18 03 inclusive, we have what is known 
as the serrated or elongated points, for a border around the edge, on both 
sides of the coin. The 1803 dollar is especially prominent.

In March, 183 6, the steam-coining press, besides the milling machine, and 
other improvements were installed in the U. S. Mint, and with the advent 
of Christian Gobrecht as assistant engraver, a new style of coinage was 
inaugurated, as shown on the pattern dollars of that year, 183 8 and 1839. 
The border of these and the later dollars have neat dotted beading, evenly 
spaced around the raised rim. 

Now examine all the 1804 dollars illustrated in the July issue, and you 
will see this new 1836 style of beading around the border, which is alto- 
gether too perfect and uniform for a coin of 1804. The maker of these 
dollars, or rather the maker of the die, overlooked that little point, best 
illustrated on plate 8 of the L. G. Parmelee catalogue in 1890, where wise 
old David Proskey placed the 1804 dollar directly above the 1836 dollar, 
for this comparison. 

Lorin G. Parmelee, of Boston, in 187 3, purchased the George F. Seavey 
collection in Cambridge, Mass., for about $15,000, and in the same year 
published “A Descriptive Catalogue of the Seavey Collection of American 
Coins.” On the second plate is illustrated an 1804 dollar v/ith serrated 
border and crosslet 4 in the date, which differs from the 1804’s shown in 
The Numismatist, but is more true to the coinage of 1800 or perhaps 1801, 
from which no doubt is was altered, as evidenced by the top of figure 4 
on that plate. 

What became of this Seavey piece I am unable to state. Maybe that is 
the dollar shown by Mr. Brooks at a meeting of the Seattle Coin Club, and 
inherited from his grandfather, as stated on page 663, July issue of The 
Numismatist. 

On April 13-14, 1892, Ed Frossard sold the collection of A. H. Saltmarsh, 
Esq., of Haverhill, Mass., which included an 1804 over 1803 dollar. Follow- 
ing the description in Lot 29 0, he says: “On account of the peculiar mingling 
of the figures 4 and 3, and also because the obverse die cracked, it is 
probable that very few specimens of this dollar were struck at the mint; 
at any rate, but two are known at the present time. This one, which for 
20 years before it fell into the hands of Mr. Saltmarsh was owned by Milton 
Chase, of Haverhill, Mass, and the one in the cabinet of John Haigh, Esq., 
of Somerville, Mass.” 
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These two dollars have received the endorsement of such an eminent 
numismatist as S. S. Crosby, who, in the American Journal of Numismatics 
for April, 1891, says: “I have seen a dollar of 1804, which I believe to be 
genuine, struck from a die altered from 1803, with both figures plainly 
showing. . . . The dollar just mentioned, 1803-4 and another, which I 

am not alone in considering a genuine original, should, in my opinion, be 
included in the list of the dollars of 1804. . . . Upon careful examination, 

some peculiarities are discovered which render it impossible for me to 
consider it other than a genuine original dollar of 1804. This opinion is 
shared by others who are perhaps better qualified than myself to judge of 
such matters.” 

An upset price of $3 50 having been placed on this dollar before the sale, 
it was not sold at the auction. 

After the death of John Haigh, thirty-third degree Mason, his collection 
of coins was sold in Boston, October 28-29, 1901 by C. P. Libbie & Co. 
Lot 333 was an 1804 dollar. ‘‘From Col. Adams’ Collection, sold to Jubal 
Early; sold to C. B. Cochran of Antrim, N. H., and sold with his collection 
of dollars to Mason & Co., March, 1889.” 

Evidently this dollar was not over 1803 nor the piece referred to by 
Mr. Frossard in the Saltmarsh catalogue, as nothing is said of its being 
an overstrike. At the sale this dollar was pronounced false (an altered 
date) and withdrawn. 

The writer recalls seeing in New York an 1804 over ’03 dollar, from 
Maine, that had cost its owner $700 and was offered by the younger Ed. 
Frossard at a sale in the early 19 00’s. It proved to be a very clever alter- 
ation, the 4 having been inserted over the 3, and the coin was withdrawn 
from sale. This last piece may have been one of the two dollars mentioned 
by the Elder Ed Frossard. 


As the years passed, W. Elliot Woodward acquired experience and knowl- 
edge of coins, (especially of the 1804 dollar) coming in contact with the 
avarice and greed of human nature, reaching for a little “easy” money in 
the coin field, we see his disgust with certain practices at the Mint, in his 
sarcastic remarks in the catalogue of the Numismatic Collection of Mr. 
Edwin B. Wight of Cleveland, Ohio, sold Feb. 24-25, 1885, the footnote after 
lot 70: ‘‘The 1804 dollar has long been considered, numismatically speak- 
ing, as the king of coins. To this distinction it is no longer entitled. It is 
a fact that the collector who can ‘stand the charge’ can now obtain at any 
time an 1804 dollar with certainty and with but little delay. A few years 
ago we were able to name and locate every 1804 dollar; this can no longer 
be done, as they appear to be constantly coming to light. Careful compari- 
son shows that these recently discovered dollars are genuine, hence it is 
obvious that they come from but one source, and that the only source 
possible; they turn up at unexpected points. 

‘‘One sold not long ago was said to have been purchased in Germany; 
another one, claimed to be genuine, was sold in Germany but a few days 
since; another was recently brought to me by a distinguished collector, 
who was silent as to his source of supply, but the dollar was obviously 
genuine and in almost proof condition. Others can be mentioned, but the 
facts here stated point to a surreptitious issue of this rare dollar, the die of 
which still exist, although the announcement has been repeatedly made that 
all old U. S. dies have been destroyed. 

“Numismatists may look for further developments on this subject. In 
the meantime, they will remember that the 1804 dollar since 1804 has been 
twice struck and reissued from the United States Mint, once under some 
sort of authority, and again by private enterprise. 

“They will also bear in mind that the other rare dollars have been 
restruck, as well as the rare half-cents, 1831, the 40’s, and 1852. Wliat 
man lias done, man may do.” 


It is very noticeable that the growth of 1804 dollars continues with the 
years. At first, none were known; in 18 43 only two were known; in 1867 
only four (“two originals and two restrikes”); in 1891 Mr. Nexsen lists 
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twelve, and at our visit he had rubbings of fourteen, while of recent date, 
it is claimed there are twenty or more known specimens of that date. Of 
all American coins, the 1804 dollar has been the subject of more discussion 
in newspaper and magazine articles, and among the coin fraternity, than 
most of the other coins combined, and due to the mystery of its production, 
it will no doubt always command the serious study and attention of leading 
numismatists. 


Now lets clear up this confusion of dollars struck in 1804 and 1805, as 
you seem to have forgotten your editorial comments in the April, 19 27 issue. 

The mint records say 19,570 dollars were coined in 1804, but in no place 
does it state they were dated 1804, and as none of that date were known 
until 1842, it is evident that 1803 or perhaps earlier dies were used, to save 
the expense and time necessary for making new ones. It was a common 
practice in those days to use the old dies as long as they were serviceable 
without regard to exact dating. Abundant proof of this exists all through 
the early coinage. 

In 1860, James Ross Snowden, then Director of the Mint, published his 
book, “A Description of Ancient and Modern Coins in the Cabinet Collection 
at the Mint of the United States.” He caused a careful examination of all 
the early private records of the Mint for information, and at the top of page 
109 he says, “There is much dispute among numismatists in regards to the 
coinage of dollars in the year 1805. It is often contended that 321 pieces 
were struck, and, in fact, the Director’s report of that year is the authority 
for the statement. 

In “Bullion Jounial A”, we find the following entry on page 363, under 
date of June 28, 1805. We give the entry as it stands upon the Journal:, 
“Silver Coinage — . . . Dr. to Chief Coiner, his account of silver received from 
him in pursuance of a warrant of the Director No. 3 49: 

34,000 Quarter Dollars 

3 21 Dollars, being found amongst Spanish dollars 
brought to the Mint.” 

“This entry settles the question that the issue of that number of pieces 
took place; and also, that they were not dollars of 1805, but of previous 
dates.” 

In other words, the Director’s report for 1805 is not correct, no dollars 
were struck, but 3 21 of an earlier coinage, were found among Spanish dollars 
brought to the Mint for remelting, and these pieces were transferred back 
to the Director, who did not distinguish them from a new issue in his 
report for that year. 


Editor’s Note — In his very entertaining and enlightening contribution, 
Mr. Jones admits he belongs to the older generation of collectors. We take 
off our hat to members of the old school of numismatists, most of whom 
were studying coins before some of us were born. And for years we have 
believed that if some of the old-school collectors had told before their death 
all they knew about the 1804 dollar it would no longer be a mystery. 

The editorial in the April, 19 27, issue of The Numismatist to which 
Mr. Jones refers toward the close of his contribution was entitled “Coins 
Not Always Struck in the Year They Are Dated.” In it the editor merely 
pointed out some of the discrepancies in the mint reports, two of them 
being that there are no ofiicial records of half dimes being struck in 179 4 
and no half dollars in 1815, many specimens of both of which are in the 
hands of collectors. It also contained extracts from an article by George 
W. Rice in The Numismatist several years ago in which Mr. Rice proved 
from the coins themselves that some of the cents dated 1802 were struck 
after some dated 1803. If the opinion of the editor on this subject is not 
known, it might not be out of place here to state that he believes, and has 
believed for many years, in common with the great majority of collectors 
who have given the subject study, that coins were not always struck in the 
year they are dated. This applies to the practice generally and not to any 
particular date or denomination. 
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Lincolniana 

The Bank of C. Dautremont, Angelica, N. Y. 

The note illustrated below is one in a sheet of four in the writer’s collec- 
tion. While it is not greatly different from many other Civil War scrip 
notes, the history of the region presents some very interesting facts. 

Angelica was settled about 1801 and was named by Capt. Philip Church 
for his mother, Angelica, the oldest daughter of Gen. Philip Schuyler. The 
township, oldest in Allegany country, was incorporated by an Act of the 
Legislature, February 25, 1805. 

“Among the early settlers was Marie Jaene d’Ohet d'Autrement, widow 
of Herbert d’Autremont, and her sons, Alexander Hubert and Auguste 
Francois Cecile d’Autremont, political exiles from France. In 179 2 the 
widow, her sons and sister, Marie Genevieve d’Ohet La Fevre, with other 
refugees, sailed from Havre, having previously bought a tract of land on 
the Chenango river. New York, where they lived until 1806, when they 
removed to Angelica. They purchased land on the Genesee river from 
Mr. Church, which they called the “Retreat.’’ Madame d’Autremont died 
in 1809.’’ 
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“Additional refugees came, and the d'Autremonts were followed by Victor 
du Pont de Nemours and the Baron Hyde de Neuville, who purchased ad- 
joining lands. Victor du Pont, after residing here a few years, joined his 
brother in Delaware, where as Ireniie du Pont de Nemours & Co. they en- 
gaged in the manufacture of gunpowder.’’ 

Dautremont, Americanizing the name somewhat, ran a small banking 
business during and shortly after the Civil War. There were several small 
banks in this prosperous farming community at that time. Financial 
troubles later removed most of them. 

In the above note, the Allegany County Agricultural Society is drawing 
on C. Dautremont to pay bearer fifty cents in current bank notes, when 
presented in sums of one or more dollars, November 4, 1862. Several uncut 
sheets as well as single notes are known to exist. The Lincoln portrait is 
unusual. 

As far as the writer knows, this is the only numismatic material that can 
be assigned to Angelica, although other towns in the county are represented 
in tokens and notes. 

We are indebted largely to Norton D. York, of Wellsville, for the early 
history, and to Mr. Harold B. Chaffee, of Angelica, whose “History of 
Allegany County” yielded information on the bank.

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Editorial Comment — Numismatic News 


Our Golden Jubilee Year 

With this issue The Numismatist enters its fifty-first year of publication. 
Ordinarily the beginning of the fifty-first volume of a magazine means that 
it has survived half a century. But The Numismatist will not complete its 
fifty years of publication until next September, since the first issue was in 
October, 188 8. This apparent discrepancy is accounted for by the fact 
that the first volume contained only the issues for 1 888. However, for all 
practical purposes the year 193 8 will be considered our Golden Jubilee year. 

This is a record that has been attained by few publications, and is all the 
more remarkable when we consider that a numismatic publication appeals 
to only a very small percentage of the people — coin collectors. To all 
others it is just a magazine for someone else. With such a limited possible 
clientele it is doubtful if it could have carried on for fifty years if it did 
not have behind it the American Numismatic Association, with the largest 
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membership of any numismatic organization in the world. It is true that 
in its infancy it was published without Association support, and it is also 
true that for a few years later this support was not of a substantial nature. 
But for the last forty years the A. N. A. membership has been its principal 
reliance. In addition, it has had the loyal support of a considerable number 
of readers not members of the Association. 

The Numismatist was established to cater to the great body of coin col- 
lectors who are neither beginners nor advanced collectors. For fifty years 
it has fulfilled its mission, and at the same time has not forgotten the two 
groups just mentioned. Its fifty volumes constitute a numismatic library 
for the average collector. 

To the small number of collectors now living who have continuously 
been subscribers since its first issue there must come a realization that 
Providence has been kind to them, and none more than these will appreciate 
what a Golden Jubilee means.

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SOUTH AFRICA’S SET OF NEW COINS. 

A set of new silver and copper coins was issued for South Africa, dated 
1937. The set consists of shillings, 2 shillings, shilling, sixpence and: 
threepence in silver, and the penny, halfpenny and quarter penny in copper 
or bronze. A very noticeable departure in metal is found in one of the 
minor coins. While the penny and halfpenny are in ordinary copper or 




bronze, the quarter penny or farthing is in a metal of very dark gun-metal 
color. Each coin has a different reverse, relieving the monotony of the 
set, as the obverse is the same throughout the set — the bare head of King< 
George VI. (Specimens for illustration from the New Netherlands Coin 
Company, New York City). 
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ALASKA SEALSKIN NOTE. 

Farran Zerbe, curator of the Chase National Bank Collection of Moneys 
of the World, sends us photograph of a recent addition to the collection 
with the following information: It is a specimen of the rare sealskin money 
in use in Alaska during the Russian regime and was among the relics 
brought back from Alaska by a former Army surgeon with the expedition- 
ary force that took possession after Seward’s purchase of the territory in 
1867. It is printed in black on tanned sealskin, which is light yellow, and 
is 2y2 by 1 % inches in dimensions. 

The obverse shows the seal of the Russian American Company with the 
denomination “One Ruble” below. The seal shows the Russian eagle at 
top, below which is the inscription “Russ. Americ. Company Seal,” and

around the edge “Under the High Patron (age) of his Imp (erial) Maj 
(esty).” On an engine-turned horizontal oval on the reverse is the printed 
inscription “Note in America 1 Rub. No.” and in manuscript “12,907.” Be- 
low the oval is a shaded panel without lettering. The style of language is 
that in use in Russia in the early part of the nineteenth century. 

No other specimen of this money has been reported here, but a 10-kopek 
note is in a Russian museum. 

At different times over the years there has been brief reference to leather 
money of Russian Alaska, but in so far as Mr. Zerbe knows, there has been 
nothing positive or in detail regarding it. If any of our readers can supply 
information on the subject it will be appreciated.

COINAGE AND Cl RREN( V IN ROMAN BRITAIN. 

The above is the title of a new work by C. H. V. Sutherland, Assistant 
Keeper of Coins in the Ashmolean Museum, Oxford, and published by the 
Oxford Press. It has been a hundred years since J. V. Ackerman first 
published his “Coins of the Romans Relating to Britain.” This was little 
more than a collector’s handbook of coins connected with Britain by type or 
legend. Subsequent excavation and publication have enormously increased 
the numismatic material to which the student of Roman Britain must refer 
in chroriological or economic problems. The present book gives a readable 
summary of this material, and includes detailed appendices and tables to 
which references may easily be made. The spread of Roman coinage in 
Britain, its volume and duration in currency, the economic causes of un- 
orthodox coins and “barbarous copies” in Britain, the condition of British 
currency in the fifth and sixth centuries, are among the subjects illuminated 
by a comparative study of hoards and site finds, and by examination of 
Bi’itish imitated coins, of which illustrations are provided on fourteen 
collotype plates. (Oxford University Press, New York, Inc., 114 Fifth Ave., 
New York City. $3.50.) 
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THE STATE OF WASHINGTON ASKS FOR HALF DOLLAR. 

Undaunted by the fate of recent bills introduced in Congress authorizing 
issues of commemorative coins, another issue is provided for in a bill 
introduced in the House by Mr. Magnuson, of the State of Washington. 

A BILL 

To authorize the coinage of 50-cent pieces in commemoration of the fiftieth 
• anniversary of the admission of the State of Washington to the Union. 

The bill provides for an issue of not more than 50,000 coins of a single 
design and at one mint only. They would bear the date 1939 irrespectivie 
of the year in which they are coined, and would be issued only upon the 
request of the Washington State Progress Commission. Not less than 25,000 
coins would be issued at any one time, and no coins would be issued after 
the expiration of one year from the passage of the bill. 


ROY SCOUT MERIT BADGE IGNORED BY A. N. A. 

Congratulations to the Cincinnati Numismatic Association for their success 
in cooperating to establish the Boy Scout Merit Badge in Coin-Collecting! 
The Scout Stamp Collecting Badge is now some years old and it is well that 
numismatics have been so recognized. 

It was largely at the suggestion of Nathaniel T. Hughes of Westbrook, 
Conn., that the writer presented to the Resolutions Committee at the 19 34 
Cleveland Convention a memorandum that the A. N. A. correspond with the 
National Headquarters of the Boy Scouts with the idea of getting recognition 
for such a merit badge. As a merit badge counselor for stamp collecting, 
the writer had oftened wondered why numismatics was not recognized. 

Mr. Markus, the then chairman of the Resolutions Committee, told the 
writer that he could bring the matter up on the floor if he wished, but that 
the committee would not bring the resolution out. It seems that some of 
the committee regarded the issuing of badges a burden on the A. N. A. and 
the contact one to get boys to join our Association. 

Naturally all badges are made and sold by the Scouting organization. The 
A. N. A. would only have established a committee to recommend standards 
by which to judge the work of the Scouts. Of course the A. N. A. would 
not be mentioned and in no wise could young boys have affiliated with the 
A. N. A. 

Those who attended the Cleveland Convention will realize that the pres- 
sure of busnness would not have allowed an entertainment of the motion. 

But success has been obtained through another group, and we should all 
applaud the Cincinnati club for its fine contribution to the youthful col- 
lectors’ opportunity.

Deaths 

1)11. EDWIN P. ROBINSON. 

Dr. Edwin P. Robinson, who for the past half century had been engaged 
in the practice of dentistry in Newport, R. L, and who had been prominently 
identified with the Sons of the Revolution and other societies of that city, 
died suddenly at his home, 12 High Street, on November 16 from a heart 
attack. He was one of Newport’s best-known citizens. 

Dr. Robinson was born in Concord, N. H. He graduated from the Pennsyl- 
vania College of Dental Surgery in the class of 1886 and upon his gradual 
tion he went to Blumindale Sanitarium in New York as resident dentist. 
In 188 7, however, he entered the Jefferson Medical College to take up 
medicine, but within the year he gave up the medical course to become 
associated in the dental profession with Dr. Charles A. Brackett of Newport. 
They were associated together for 10 years and since Dr. Robinson has 
practiced independently having offices at his home on High Street. 

Dr. Robertson took a deep interest in the Sons of Revolution and was a 
member and Registrar of the Rhode Island Sons of Revolution. He was 
a member of the board of directors and curator of the Newport Historical 
Society, a former member of the Society for the Preservation of New England 
Antiquities and the New Hampshire Historical Society. He was also a life 
member of the Robinson Genealogical Society, of which his father was presi- 
dent and genealogist for many years. He was a member of the American 
Numismatic Association and also of the American Numismatic Society. 

For many years Dr. Robinson has been an ardent collector of ancient coins, 
both from a numismatic and metallurgical point of view. 

He is survived by his widow, Mrs. Mary M. S, Robinson, and a daughter, 
Miss Avis W. Robinson. 


ELMER SNOW SEARS 

Elmer Snow Sears died at his home in Swansea, Mass., on September 23 
and was buried in the cemetery of Christ Church, Swansea, on Sunday after- 
noon, September 26, with full Masonic honors. Mr. Sears was born in Fall 
River, Mass., on March 13, 18 74, the only son of Isaiah Francis and Sarah 
Augusta (Little) Sears, of Fall River. He was the tenth generation of the 
Sears family in this country, his ancestor, Richard Sears, having settled in 
Yarmouth, Mass., about 1633. He attended the Fall River public schools, 
graduating from the Fall River High School in the class of 189 2. 

In 18 90, when only 18 years of age, he became interested in coins as a 
business and started to devote all his spare time to this vocation. He was 
employed in the mills of Fall River and Taunton for sixteen years, and dur- 
ing that period coins were a side line. On September 12, 19 05, Mr. Sears 
married Mima (’arr Gray, of Swansea, the daughter of Richmond Carr and 
Etta May (Chace) Gray, of Swansea. 

After residing for a year in Fall River Mr. Sears resigned his work in the 
cotton mills in order to devote his entire time to numismatics, and removed 
to Swansea. He joined the American Numismatic Society, and became niem- 
])er No. 3 05 — one of the ‘Four Hundred” of the organization. His first coin 
convention was at Philadelphia in 19 08, and his last one at Buffalo in 1930. 
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During this period he missed but three conventions, those in 1915, 1918, and 
1919. He acted very often at the conventions as toastmaster at the annual 
banquets. He received the first prize for the best display of coins at the 
conventions on several occasions. His chief coin interest was in South 
American gold, platinum coins of the world, and general United States coins. 
At one time he was one of the proud possessors of a genuine 1804 dollar, and 
w^as well known as a dealer in rare and nice pieces. 

On November 20, 1934, Mr. Sears addressed the Paskamansett Masonic 
Lodge of New Bedford, Mass., on coins. That night as he reached the top of 
the stairway in his home he was suddenly stricken with apoplexy, which 
paralyzed his entire left side. After a few weeks he was able to get about 
with a cane, although some assistance was needed. On June 2, 193 6, while 
sitting in his bank in Fall River, he suffered a second stroke, which par- 
tially paralyzed his speech and left him generally weaker. He partially 
recovered from this stroke, but on July 5, 1937, he suffered his third and last 
shock while lying in bed. This last stroke rendered him wholly speechless, 
and he never spoke from that time to the time of his death, although he was 
able to get out of bed into a chair. His interest in current events, politip, 
and coins continued almost to the time of his death. A strong constitution 
gave him life for some two months longer, the last month and a half his 
only sustenance being liquids. 

He was a thirty-second degree Mason, being a member of all the Scottish 
Rite bodies for life. Free Masonry and coins were his greatest interests. 
It seems rather fitting that his last act in life, while he still had the use of 
all his faculties was a combination of Masonry and coins. 

He is survived by his widow, Mima Carr (Gray) Sears; his only child, 
Francis Richmond Sears, both of Swansea, and a sister, Mrs. Harry L 
Mclntire of Tiverton, R. I. 


FKKDERK K 1). LAXGENHEIM. 

Rounding out a busy and useful life of fourscore and ten years, Frederick 
D. Laiigenheim, of Philadelphia, died on December 10 of infirmities due to 
age. For the last seven or eight years he had been partly incapacitated, 
following a fall on the street in which he sustained a fractured thigh. He 
had been a member of the A. N. A. for many years and attended its annual 
conventions regularly until a few years ago. His last convention was in 
Cleveland in 1934, to and from which he traveled by airplane. 

While he was always active in promoting the welfare of the A. N. A. in 
various w^ays, perhaps he felt a greater attachment to the Numismatic and 
Antiquarian Society of Philadelphia, of which he became a member in 1888. 
He became curator of numismatics not long afterward and continued until 
his death. In 1933 he was elected president of the society, and in 1936 
was elected president emeritus, at which time he was also made curator 
emeritus of numismatics. His 9 0th birthday occurred December 7, just 
three days before his death. He is survived by a daughter-in-law, Mrs. 
Frederick E. Langenheim, of Brookline, Mass., and her four sons. 

Soon after leaving school he was employed by the E. C. Knight family 
in their sugar refinery office, and his connection with the Knights continued 
until the end. Because of his connection as curator of numismatics for the 
society, he was made curator of Numismatics for the Pennsylvania Museum 
of Art, where the cabinet of the society is now placed.

By vote of the club, the secretary cast one vote for the unanimous election 
of the candidates. 
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B. Morganthau, Roerich Hotel, 310 Riverside Drive, New York City, was 
elected a member. 

The speaker of the evening was Farran Zerze, curator of the Chase Bank 
Coin Collection, his topic being “Reminiscences of a Long-Time Numisma- 
tist.” Mr. Zerbe spoke about the various commemorative coin issues, 
starting with the 1892 and 1893 Columbian Exposition, the St. Louis Expo- 
sition, and the Pan-Pacific Exposition, reminiscing on the trials and tribu- 
lations in those days of disposing of commemorative coins. He also spoke 
about the time the New York Numismatic Club was organized in 1908, that 
very few numismatic clubs were operating at that time, and the healthy 
growth of the numismatic clubs and societies in the past ten years. It was 
most gratifying, said Mr. Zerbe, to see the success of these various club& 
and the increase in collectors due to the activities of these organizations. 

The president then called on Mr. Trees, of the Medallic Art Company, 
who spoke about the activities of the Society of Medalists and their exhibit.

medal in steel for the expedition to German Southwest Africa, 1904-06, 
For the last century it has been the custom for Prussia, and later the German 
Empire, to issue iron or steel medals to doctors, nurses, wagon drivers, 
authorized camp-followers and civilians serving as clerks with the army, for 
while these people did no actual fighting their services were quite necessary 
to the military command. 

D. M. Bullowa: Washington medal with perpetual calendar reverse; 
Canadian cents, Edward VH, with portraits facing left and right. 

L. M. Reagan: Portrait denkrius of Julius Caesar; quarter dollar, 1796; 
$2.50 gold proof, 1904. 

Max M. Schwartz: A.-W. 1631, Stella, fiowing hair, copper, 1880; A.-W. 
472, eagle, “In God We Trust,’’ 1865, copper; A.-W. 278, double eagle, 
Paquet design, no date, 1849, copper. 

John van der Meer: 25th and 50th anniversary of the Kingdom of the 
Netherlands; two medals of the Dutch Society of Medalists, dated 1937. 

W. S. Dewey: Congressional Manila Bay (Dewey) medal; 5-peso Philippine 
gold note with portrait of Admiral Dewey; Dewey token, “Good for 5c. in 
trade.” 

Mrs. W. S. Dewey: Aluminum and bronze tokens struck in honor of Farran 
Zerbe, 1915; |2 Kirtland bank note, altered variety; Gold medal of New 
York Life Insurance Company, issued to their employees who served in the 
World War. 

M. Kortjohn: Pattern coins, one cent of 1859, reverse of 18 60; Nickel of 
1882 without cents; Half dollar of 1865, reverse of 1866. 

John Zug: Quarter eagles of 17 9 6, uncirculated, and proofs of 179 8 and 
18 21, illustrating different types of the early coinage of these pieces. 

B. Morgenthau: Uncirculated Lincoln cent of 1911, reddish in color, and 
showing a blackish smudge extending obliquely across the face of the Eman- 
cipator. Nothing extraordinary about this, since the coloring is attributable 
to chemical action, and the smudge to the presence of an elastic band. But 
the puzzling thing is the peculiar odor attached to it, which gains in 
strength with continued exposure to the air. 

M. Wormser: Six Russian items: Peter the Great Rouble in gold; 
Elizabeth, Imperial, with head by Dassier; 12 Roubles, platinum; pattern 10 
roubles, con.ioined heads of Nicholas I and Czarina; pattern silver rouble, 
Nicholas I; pattern silver rouble, Alexander I. 

T. Hentgen: Three decorations in gold, one of Russia, two of France. 

Farran Zerbe: Superb condition $10 National Gold Bank note of D. O. 
Mills & Co., Sacramento, Cal., No. 1; plate proofs of the gold coin group 
appearing on reverse of all National Gold Bank notes; plate proof of the 
Alexander Hamilton portrait, first used on the $2 legal tender, 1862; 1879 
assay medal in silver, unusual patination, high relief portrait of H. R. 
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Linderman, mint superintendent, by Barber; reverse a tribute to Joseph 
Henry, the scientist.

The meeting adjourned to attend an interesting auction.

INTERNATIONAL EMERGENCY MONEY CLUB — The regular meeting of

Few members were present, and the chief matter of 
discussion was the new 1938 membership card which is to be printed on the 
reverse of a genuine piece of notgeld. The obverse will be the original text 
as printed by the issuing country.

A discussion on the meaning of the word “notgeld” was occasion by the 
notice of an advertisement in which the word was literally translated with- 
out knowledge of its meaning, into “Not Gold.” The fact that this showed 
was that one word had been translated, but not the other. “Not” in English, 
and “not” in German do not invariably have the same meaning. “Not” in 
English bears reference to the negative, whereas in German it means 
“emergency.” The same trend of thought is to be followed with the “gold” 
and “geld,” as in English “gold” refers to the metal, and in German “geld” 
means “money,” since there is a very different word for “gold.” 

Mr. Bullowa showed some recent books on emergency money which he 
had recently acquired at a Lucerne auction, which interested all the mem-* 
bers. Mr. Howard said he was expecting to receive shortly from abroad 
the rare Keller volume on the Emergency Paper Money. (This volume, 
the fifth edition, is the standard work for serious notgeld collectors).

Prof. Arthur S. Dewing gave an extremely interesting and illuminating 
account of his recent travels in Central Africa, which he visited for the 
particular purpose of studying animal life, especially that of its larger 
game, including lions, elephants, etc., which good fortune enabled him to 
observe at very close range. He then told of his visit to Sicily in search 
of the rarer coins of Syracuse, and exhibited a very fine example of the 
beautiful dekadrachm of that ancient city, as well as other accessions to his 
collection of silver pieces of great rarity and beauty, which were greatly 
admired by his fellow members. 

Exhibits were as follows: 

Professor Dewing: Silver pieces coined in Syracuse, and a very rare silver 
piece of Carthage. 

Dr. Steinberg: Token of the Confederate States of America, “No Sub- 
mission to the North”; rare Boston store cards, including one of Rutter’s 
Store; assortment of United States Dollars of 1795 to 1803 inclusive, show- 
ing various types, and some scarce half dollars, 1794 to 1807, inclusive. 

Mr. Nichols: An unusual type of United States half dollar of 1916, pre- 
sumably a pattern piece which managed to enter circulation.

A warning that there is a large number of counterfeit $1 and $10 bills 
in circulation around Chicago w^as issued recently by Capt. Thomas J. Cal- 
lahan, head of the district office of the Secret Service. Capt. Callahan said 
the bills are easily detected and asked that persons handling such currency 
watch for the markings and notify his oflice when one is passed. 

On the spurious $1 bills the margin on the back is wider at one end than 
at the other. The serial numbers begin with “E” and conclude with “Z.” 
The $10 bills are silver certificates and the last six digits in the serial 
numbers are always the same — 87 8074.
